By the second decree his majesty spaoints as 
oresident of his couacil Dun Ignecio Martinez 
de Villela, ‘Fhis place was vacant by the refu- 
sal of the duke del Infantado to acoept it. 

By the third decree, Saez, the king’s former 
prime minister and confesvor, is nominated ta 
the bishoprie of ‘Tortosa, eucunt by the deuth 
of Don Manuel Ros y Medrauu, At the same 
time that he cesses to be minister, he oases tw 
be confessor to the king, 


By the fourth decree, hin majesty, * seeing 
the sbsolute vecessity, for the gued government 
of his vest monarchy, of estubiishing e council 
of state which may unite tha knowledge aud 
the ezperience requisite te griide the resolatioas 
of his sovereign authority,’ has nominated ten 
individuals, compused of persons elected from 
the old coungil vf state, ezisting on the 7ih of 
March, 1820, and others, to he & council of 
state, His mujesty reserves the power of add- 
ing to theic number. His mujesty, as well ar 
his two brothers, raay preside at this councit.—

Cotocotroni is 
to merch with « certuin number to defend the 
siege, and the Hydriots bare just suiled to re- 
pulse the assailaat.’”’ 

From Alvarado. T'be brig John, cept. Stor- 
er, acrived on Saturday evening from Alverado. 
capt. S, hus sent us the following information : 
Hostilities still continsed between the castle of 
St. Juan de Uiea and Vera Cruz, and no proe- 
pect of en SCCeMmmedation, The city of Vern 
Cruz was elmost in ruins from the hombard- 
meat. The Mexican fleet waa in Alvarado, 
and the castle of St. Juan de Ulon received ite 
eupplies from Havana wichout any obstruction.
